London, Aug. 24.— Fires, fighting and 


Jissension are apparently following iu 
the wake of the relief of 1'eking.

Daily Mail publishes dispatches from the 
Chinese capital, dated Friday last, de- 
tlaring that a great fire was -then raging 
Iu the imperial city. 


The Russian commander had declined 


lo accept the decision of the other gon- 
irals not to violate the imperial pre- 
cincts, and street fighting was going on. 


General Chaffee maintained that the 


Chinese had been adequately punished al- 
ready and that it would be unwise to take 
the imperial palace. The Russian -gen- 
eral, however, maintained that his gov- 
ernment had declared war against Chi- 
na and that therefore there wa« no rea- 
son to prevent him carrying hostilities in- 
to the sacred precincts. 


Judging from various nnd in many 


cases contradictory dispatches that have 
reached Europe this Inorning from Pe- 
king the commanders cventuallj adopted 
a middle course, for a Reuter telegram 
asserts that sentries were plnccd io^->ro- 
vent looting. Hence it is presumed that 
the imperial buildings, although captur- 
ed. will not be destroyed. 


The fires appear to Vie incendiary and 


to be caused by the Chinese themwlvptt. 


All dispatches point to the fact that 


when the latest message received hero 
left Peking the commanders were some- 
what at sea regarding their future ac- I 
tion, all waiting hiMitlctionK from their 
governments. 


The foreign residents appear to hare 


been sent to Tien-Ism, although the St. 
Petersburg correspondent of The liaily 
Mail sny.s the ministers will not leave 
1'ekiup until negotiation* for indemnity 
are under way.

FITZGEfcALD'S HARD HEAD. 
1 GHOSTS IN ARIZONA. 


If I were asked to name the greatest 


speech I eve* heard, I should weleqt the one 
delivered by Colonel W. C. P.'Breoklnrldlge 
Bt the little tow&of Athens, near 'Lexing- 
ton, which • the Kentuofciana insist upon 
pronouncing Aithens, during hia memor- 
able campaign, for renominaljion in 1894. 
" It •war near the close of the campaign. 
Tile whpfe blue grass region bad bean in a 
ferment of exoiteinent for three months. 
The partisans of Breoklnridgo and Ovaen 
went heavily armed, expecting every min- 
ute somethSng that would precipitate a 
general melee. 
Had a fight been precHpi- 


tated at any of the meetings addressed by 
Breobinridge he would have been one of 
the first to go down tinder the fusillade. N o 
one knew this better than Colonel Breck- 
inflldgo, «nd yet neither by quaver of Toico 
nor\flinohof muscle did ho display ttie least 
slgnVof fen*- I watched him everjrduy for 
moreVtban three weeks when the nervous 
tension was so great that scores of ruen 
more robust than he had been ordered to 
bed by their physicians lest they collapse, 
and he seemed utterly unmindful of any 
unusual excitement. 


The sentiment in the Athans'neighbor- 


hood was about equally divided between 
Brecktnridgo and Owen. The women 
there, as elsewhere through tbo district, 
wereaerayed in hostile camps. Owen had 
made a speech in the town a few weeks be- 
fore, and tho Breokinridge people had de- 
termined to eclipse, in point of attendance 
and enthusiasm, tho moating of the Owen 
followers. Tho day was sultry. The sun 
shone brazenly through a sky unfleckoc 
with avsinglc cloud. The leaves hung limp 
and parched and motionless on the trees 
which Iwrdered the white stretch of turn 
piko road loading from Lexington to 
Athens. Colonel Breckinridgo drove owt 
over this breeaeless, dusty road with <ai 
escort of mounted Kentuckiane, who xng.de 
the eultry air '-vibrant with their wild Jen 
Ihusiasm, 
A carriage load of correspond 


onts followed iu tho cloud of dust raised by 
the rural cavalry*. Wo wero regarded witl 
suspicion because we, wore careful to de 
clare our neutrality. 


Great hordes of people oamo pouring intc 


the town from nil points of tbo complies 
A troop of Juindsomo women mounted on 
gayly caparisoned and high stopping Ji^en 
tuobgr horses swept down the main scree 
and out to tho mooting place amid a salv< 
of shouts that shook tho firmament. Men 
sashed und belted moved In columns lib 
hnfantiry at drill. Bright faced ginls anc 
rolMckting boys marched to the rojll c 
druoiis'and scrtuiins.of flfos. In tho blaz 
ingtsun stood flocks of bareheaded \vtomei 
aiid^cofttloss men chattering like so num 
geeso. Tboso were Owen's local partisans 
who Hooked sullenly on the Breckinridg 
followers, drunk with tho hope of "Victory 


Tho speaker's stand had been, crcctc 


under n largo apple trou whoso "branches 
spread) oub to prodigious lengths. It was 
In tho center of a 200 acre blue igrass pas- 
ture. Fully 0,000 people crowded, around 
tho stand. 
They wore mussed doser than 


if vthey had been in a hall. 
Owen "root- 


ers*1 woro sou tterod all through liho throng. 
Tho crash and blaro of the bund could not 
bo board for the shouts of tli(e men, the 
screams of tho women and tho shrieks of 
the children when tho earrings containing 
Colonel 
Brockinridgo drovo into the 


grounds. Tho noiso increased as ho as- 
cended the platform. In mi instant after 
ho waved his hand<t for order tho tumult 
ceased. Ono could almost hour the heart- 
beats of those nearest him. Without tho 
formality of an introduction the colonel 
launched out into his speech. For ten min- 
utes not a sound was made. Then his fol- 
lowers regained possession of their facul- 
ties and soon lost it again in rears of ap- 
plause. Sometimes he would have to stop 
talking for two or throo minutes until tho 
storm of enthusiasm hiid spent itself. 


He had been speaking about half an hour 


and had reached one of those tremendous 
climaxes of which onlythoso who have snt 
under tho spoil of his eloquence know tho 
thrill. Women were crying and brand 
chested men wero hugging each other in u 
delirium of joy. Tho correspondents, 
though trained to such scenes, had dropped 
their pencils and closed their notebooks. 
Thej, too, were shouting and screjruiiig 
like maniacs. 


Gradually tho noise and Uproar died 


away. Just, as we wero in that calm whVch 
follows a storm and Colonel Breckinridge 
had stepped forward to resume his speech, 
there canio shooting through the palpitat- 
ing air this defiant shout, in a shrill^ pip- 
ing voice: 
' 


"Hurrah for Owen !" 
Men spraJig from their seats as/if from 


an electric shock. Tho womcn^s moans 
broke out in a hysterical shriek. Tho cor- 
respondents, with blnncheO? faoes, looked 
appeallngly at ono another for advice as to 
how to<sav6 themselves from the fusilado 
which it seemed certain was coining. 
Breokinridge was the only calm person in 
that? vast assemblage of inen and women 
nnxious to get at the insolent' individual 
who had the hardihood at such a supremo 
moment to shout for Owen at a Brcukin- 
ridgo meeting. The colonel turned slowly 
and looked unconcernedly about him. 
Then, casting his eyes upward, he saw 
clinging to a limb not flvo feet nbo\e his 
head a small boy, who was grinning with 
the satisfaction afforded him by\he< effect 
of his shrill voice in giving vent»to tlmt 
defiant shout. Breckinridgo pmiled with 
hearty good nature, and with a graceful 
wafturo toward the brazen littlo imp who 
had so rudely broken the effect of his tra- 
mendous climax, ho faced the audience 
again and said: 


"Ladies and gentlemen, I hiid hoard this 


was a bad year for fruit, and now I know 
it is." 


In a half laugh and a half cry tho crowd 


gave vent to its feeling and the terrific 
cyclone of enthusiasm that ensued swept 
tho impudent youngster from his perch 
intO the t arms of a covey of women, who 
hod Hooked close to the stand when they 
saw tho author of nil the excitement;, con- 
fident that he would be torn to pieces if 
they did not protect him. 


The returns show that Colonel Brook In - 


ridgo carried Athena precinct, and I be- 
lieve it was tho good naturod witand loadi- 
ness with which he foiled the premeditated 
attempt of tho local Owen managers to 
break up his meeting thorn in a row that 
turned the tide in that neighborhood in his 
favor.— J. J. Dickinson in St. Louis Ro- 
pnblio.

Curious Origin of the Name of an Article 


In Daily tTse, 


Every day we drink out of a tumbler. 


Why is the large glass that holds our milk 
and water so culled? Years ngo Professor 
Mtix Muller was giving a luncheon fit All 
Souls' college, Oxford, to tho Princess 
Alice, tho wlfo of tho Grand Duke of 
HtKso-Darmstadt and the second daughter 
of Quoeu Victoria. There wore not a dozen 
gucsrs besides tho princess and her hus- 
band, and a very agreeable luncheon we 
had, with tnlk on all Kinds of interesting 
subjects. 


But Mluit excited tho curiosity of all 


strangers present WHS a sot of littlo round 
bowls of eiher, ubout tho size of a largo 
ornupo. They were brought round filled 
to tho brim with tho famous ale brewed 
in tho college. These, wo are told, wero 
turn blur«, and wo wero hpeudily shown how 
they came by their names—a lilting lesson 
for the guests of a philologist. When ono 
of those littlo bowls WOK empty, it was 
pliiced upon the table mouth downward. 
Instantly, fco perfect was tho balance, it 
flew buck to its proper position as if ask- 
ing to be filled again. No matter how it 
was trented—trundled along the floors, bal- 
anced carefully on its side, dropped sud- 
denly upon tho soft, thick cnrpot—up it 
rolled again and settled itself with a few 
gentle shakings and swnyinRS into Its 
pl.ice, like ono of those India rubber turn- 
bling dolls babies delight in. 


This, then, was the origin of our word 


tumbler, at first nuulo of silver, as are all 
those All .Souls' tumblers. Then, when 
glnss became common, the round glasses 
tlmt stood on a lint base superseded tho ex- 
quisitely balanced silver spheres and stolo 
their names «o successfully that you hmo 
to po to All Souls' to see tho real thing.— 
Philadelphia Times. 


The Quarrelsome Robin. 


The nibin, that "pious" bird, is very 


quarrelsome, and it exasperates one to 
wutch him wasting tho precious hours of 
fond in hunting another hungry robin up 
und down and round and round till the 
sparrows have cleared the board. The 
blackbirds, too, are very annoying in the 
way that tlioy snatch up a lump of bread ] 
and fly off with it, only to be chased about 
for tho rc=t of thti morning by other black- 
birds, whilo a sparrow makes n square 
meal oil the morsel fallen meanwhile un- 
der a shrub, but relentless as they are in 
puisuit, tho curious tact is that they sel- 
dom flght. If tho pursued turns, tho pur- 
suer stopr,, perks up his tail, and being 
promptly charged by tho othor becomes in 
his turn the pursued, but woo to both 
when tho missel thrush comes. Ho is piti- 
less in pursuit, and I have seen them pass 
my window time after time in the course 
of a morning, the storm cock hard on the 
"heels" of tho blackbird, and when they 
overtake them what happens? For mjself, 
as I have often said before, I believe the 
missel thrush ia a cunuibal. At any rate, 
1 attribute somuof the dead blackbirds and 
thrushes that ono finds ubout tho grounds 
to his cruel beak. He watches for birds 
for hours at a time, like a bird of prey, and 
attacks them like one. I have often stopped 
u chase which I knew could only end | ono 
way.—Contemporary Review.

Ax Head Money.

When Dr. fc'chliemann waa digging at 


the supposed site of Troy, ho uncovered 
the remains of several ancient cities which 
had been built one after another on the 
frame hill. In the "second l.iyor from th.e 
bottom he discovered masses of silver in 
tho form of axe heads. 
Dr. Gotze now 


suggests that these wero intended not for 
implements, but for money. Bronze axe 
heads huvotf>lso boon discovered in ancient 
remains, mingled with metal pieces in the 
form of rings, in such a manner as to sug- 
gest that all aliko were intoned to 'servo as 
money. After the axe head had disappeared 
,13 actual money the memory of it was pre- 
served in tho coins of Tenedos, which bore 
the flgnro of an axe head. Dr. Gotze also 
suggests that tho "wedge of 'gohV Which 
Achnn stole from the spoils of Jpricho and 
for tho stealing of Which Joshua had him 
stoned to death was a specimen of tho an- 
cient axe head money, — San Francisco Ar- 
gonaut.

"It was in rough times, when every man 


was bound ter carry a brace of Colts on his 
hips and a rifle across the holler of bis 
back. Men never thought nothing of crack- 
ing loose at other men whenever they 
thought their dignity had been kinder in- 
jered. 


"For several months after Fgot inter 


Bonoville the inbound stage had u mighty 
hard time in getting ter the town, and 
several times it came in without the wail 
bags; without tho money box from the 
Tucson bank ter tbo mine, and with the 
driver pulling reins upon panting horse 
flesh and a couple of dead men hanging tor 
the straps inside the coach. The boys in 
town at last got sorter riled over these 
raids, and "finally Jedge Smith, who was 
kinder the leading man of Bonovillc, called 
a business meeting of tho boys tor discuss 
the ways and means of ridding Boneville 
and its suburbs of the hold up fellers.

TliP^ang on horseback reined in 
us they reached tho ninbuah, and then 
there was a rattle of rifles and a chorus of 
yells that miido my heart sick, as right a= 
1 knowed it was. Tho sinoku cir.iri-d 
av\ay, nnd thar, riRhl on tho bridge, not 
mor'n 40 feet from whar I stood, lay sta 
dead bodies of men and six dead bodies of 
horses. Not a spark left to 'tell the tulo 
Waal, wo managed to got tho stage out of 
tho creek, but wo bad ter kill tho horses 
anil pull from tbo stugo one of the 
gors, u poor little woman who wa.s coming 
ter join her husband at the town, and elu 
was dead, jtst a littlo round hole in her 
neck telling its story.

definite concerning tho man to whom sho 
bus given her liand. As Herr I. F. D. 
Blote, in .a resent article in a German 
philological journal, points out, however, 
long before mediaeval poetry celebrated 
him as tho founder of tho house of Bra- 
bant, ho had boeii assigned by the French 
tourvcres to a connection with tho family 
of Godufroi do Bouillon. lu order to give 
this favorite hero of theirs tho glory of a 
supernatural origin tho French singers 
picked out from their legendary lore tho 
swan knJght Ilelyas, as ho is called in the 
French epics, and made him tho grandfa- 
ther of Godefroi do Bouillon. 


The enterprising writer of the article 


has succeeded, ho thinks,' in identifying 
this scmhuythical personage as a real one. 
This ho has ddne by actual genealogy. 
•Godefroi's younger brother Baudouic, later 
011 king of Jerusalem, was married to 
Godchildo, the only daughter of a Seigneur 
cle Toeni in Normandy. Tho grandfather 
of this Godchildo was Kogcr I. do Toeni, 
who died in 1040, and it is he to whom tho 
writer mentioned assigns tho role of tho 
swjm knight. He bases his assumption 
upon tho following argument, which fully 
agrees with tradition: Ilogcr do Toeiii had 
as coat of awns a swan; he liberated tho 
oppressed Countess of Barcelona from her 
enemies, received as reward the hand of 
her daxighter ami later on retired, for un- 
known reasons, to his own country. Tho 
main facts cf this story remained in the 
popular memory, alt'hcmgb tho locality and 
names were forgotten and tradition ap- 
plied to thorn now namew and placos, add- 
ing al.su, in time, tho mysterious attributes 
of the knight as well as bis command to 
his bride never to inquire his> origin. So, 
at least, Horr Bloto tells us, nnd until wo 
are able to get a bettor explanation of tho 
rise of this saga wo may as well accept 
his.—St. L/oui.s Republic. ,.

'To the hippodrome!' 


"Moody and Sankoy, aided by a multi- 


tude of local clergymen and bands of vol- 
unteer Christian workers, had undertaken 
the tusk of setting New York on fire with 
enthusiasm for tho cause of Christ. ' How 
great was the measure of their success 
may bo judged ]>y the fact that there wero 
dajs between Feb. 7, tbo beginning of 
tho revival, and April 19, its close, when 
as many as 00,000 persons found their way 
into tbo presence of tho evangelists — oim 
meeting following another from noon till 
late in the evening, with almost constant- 
ly assembling audiences of 7,000 or b.OUO 
at each.

Young Kauffman Was Drowned after 


Being Stunned by a Fall. 


No iaquent was necessary on the 


Jeath of J3urt B. Kauffman, who wa» 
found lifeless in z bath tub at the Rock- 
inghain on Friday afternoon. It was a 
particularly sad^ case* and clearly an 
accident, not suicide as the other papers 
of Friday evening stated. 


Mr. Kauffman registered at the hotel 


ou.Tharsday find retired at a reasona- 
ble hour in the evening. At about three 
o'clock on Friday afternoon, he had not 
yet come down stairs and the chamber- 
maid, wishing access to his room, 
kuocked on the door, lleceiving no re- 
sponse, she called the clerk, Mr. Hunt, 
who opened the door and funud the oc- 
cupant of the room Ijing in the bath 
tub, lifeless. 


Coroner Bider was curamonad and 


with City Marshal Entwlstle and Dr. 
F. 8. Towle, made an investigation of 
the case. 
Among the dead man's effects 


were found letters from fi lends at York 
Harbor, who were communicated wilh 
and led to the location of his father and 
brother at Magnolia, nla^s., where they 
are passing tho summer. 


Mr. Kauffman, senior, is one of the 


grain kings of the West, living in St. 
Louis. His son, who it as twenty-four 
years old, was a medical student at tho 
John Hopkins university, Baltimore. 
He was on his vacation trip. 


Drs. Tonle and Hoffenger, after an 


examination of the body, at Niekerson's 
undertaking rooms, reported to tho coi- 
oner that the young aian had evidently 
slipped in the bath tub and fallen, strik- 
ing his head and stunning himself, and 
while lying face downward in the water, 
Lad bean drowned. There was a bloody 
contusion on his forehead. 


Tho j ounger Mr. Kauffman had been 


from 
Magnolia to "Kenuebunk, Me., 


where be visited a sister, and was in- 
tending to go from the llookingham to 
York Harbor ou Friday, to see a chum, 
Louitt Dietrich, who is a guest at the 
Albracca. 
Mr. Dietrich camo to this 


city directly upon receiving tidings of 
bis friend's sudden death and was tho 
one who sent the sad news to Mr. 
Kauffman, senior. 


The body of the unfortunate young 


man was sent to St. Louis this forenoon, 
accompanied by his brother and a 
fi«eud.

OBEGON GROUNDED TWICE. 


A Machinist on, th.e Battleship Writes 


Interestingly of the Accident. 


The Frst detailed story of the acci- 


dent to the battleship Oregon is told in 
an interesting letter from Warrant Ma- 
chinist Clarence Wood of Fall jRiver, 
Mass., to his mother, Mrs. T. D. W. 
Wood. The letter '<» dated July G, and 
says, in part: 


"We'had a very nice run up from 


Hong Eong until v.re reached the Yellow 
sea, whoro we encountered bad weathor, 
with very thick fogs. In the afternoon 
of the 2tStb, while passing through a 
dangerous spot, we ran hard and fast on 
a rock. The rock tore a rent in the bot- 


tom, 
on tha port side, fully 25 feet long 


and about 3 feet wide. Of course all 
the water-tight doors were closed imme- 
diately, but, as is usual in such caser, 
very few held water, and in a short time 
neerly every compartment of the fire- 
room bulkhead was Hooded. 


"The ship immediately settled hard 


down on the rock, and in about an hour 
had a very dangerous list to starboard. 
AU our pumps were immediately put to 
work on the Hooded compartments, but 
they could make no headway. Wo had 
eight pumps, throwing 6-inch streams, 
and our two main circulators, throwing 
18 incu streams. Things looked pretty 
blue that night. 
Preparations were 


made to abandon the ship, and every- 
jody was supplied with a life belt. The 
eather, however, was very good, and 
ext day a wrecking company, which 
appened to be in the -vicinity, came to 
nr afsistance, and we began to cheer 
P- 
"We went as'nore on Thursday after 


noon. By Saturday night we had two 
wrecking pumps aboard and installed 
orwartl, each one throwing steams. 
.'ho wrecking company also brought a 
liver, who pitched up the holes as well 
as possible, and soon the greater part of 
ho water was pumped out. Then came 
everal fruitless trials with the aid of 
.wo chartered steamers at each high 
ide to haul her off. 
•"Monday, July 2, the ship twisted 


around with the tide, which is very 
strong, and "drifted off without help. 
Oar ]oy was short-lived, for no sooner 
lad we gotten under way to go^outclear 
than we ran smash on the same rocks 
again, this time harder than before. 
We went on so hard that we split the 
rocks right in two, so the diver says. 
All efforts were now ma.ie to lighten 
the ship forward, and all hands worked 
night and day, unloading coal and am- 
munition. There were working parties 
aboard from the Russian cruiser, the 
Ohineso cruiser, tho Englishman acd 
the Japanese cruiser, to say nothing of 
the help we got from tho Yorktown and 
the Nashville. 


"Wednesday, tho 1th of July, one 


grand trial was made to get her off 
There was a steamer lashed on each 
side of us, backing at full speed our- 
selves, and the Endymion, a large Eng- 
lish cruiser, broke a couple of big hemp 
hawsers trying to start it, but it was no 
uso. The next day, however, on an ex- 
ceptionally high tido, tho ship again 
floated oly her own accoid, and »o 
steamed carefully iulo deep water and 
aucboroU. At the tituo of writing we 
are in IIopo Sound, waiting for the 
diver to patch up tho leaks, BO that we 
can steam to Japan and go in dry dock. 


"Tho first man-of-war to offer assist- 


ance happened to be a Chinaman, a very 
natty little cruiser, capable of making 
twenty four knot*. 
The Kustuuo and 


Japanese were hard after her. but could 
not catoh her. She was in T iku with 
the fleet. The English thought th«y 
had her collared, hut she got permit 
sioh to shift anchorage, and before they 
knew it she was skipping out. An Eng- 
lish cruiser chased her sixty hours, but 
had to give it up. 
"While she was here 


she was under our protection and flow 
the Stare and Stripes at her fore. One 
dark night she left, of course* no one 
knows for where."

the yard paymasters and general store- 
keeper.

There are about 
thirty of these recruits at the barracks 
tiere.

the marine barracks for the billets as 
sergeants and corporals in the marine 
corps, and ten members of the corps 
took the examination, which was con- 
ducted by Lients. Parker and Westcolt.
